How do you begin to help the 
new convert? What is your starting 
point? 


Ir might be this: the recogni- 
tion of the fact that the new convert 
may be a bit uneasy in his new sur- 
roundings, that he may not know his 
way “around” the Church—and of- 
fering a bit of assistance whenever 
you can, 

I remember well my own ex- 
periences, though they were twenty 
years ago. I had become a Catholic 
while living in New York, and then 
had moved back to my home town 
in Wisconsin. 

Since I had been a Protestant, as 
my whole family was, almost all of 
my contacts were with Protestants. 
We made’ Catholic friends, but they 
seemed to assume that we were as 
familiar with the Church as they 
were... and we weren't.

something that is familiar to all born 
Catholics; as small children they 
may have gone to Mass with their 
parents; and as they grew older, they 
became familiar with the meaning of 
the Mass, with the different sections 
of the Mass. They knew too the 
“mechanics” of the Mass, if I may 
use the phrase. They knew—almost 
by instinct when they were older— 
when to kneel, when to stand, when 
to sit. 


The convert doesn’t. He knows 
the meaning of the Mass, the pur- 


pose of the Mass; during his studies . 


he has perhaps read much about the 
Mass, and may have a fine appreci- 
ation of its tremendous meaning and 
importance, 

But the “mechanics” of assisting 
at Mass are unfamiliar to him; he 
may fumble and perhaps embarrass 
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himself by doing the wrang thing at 
the wrong time. He may not even 
know about missals and how to use 
them; and a Catholic friend can do 
him a great service by acquainting 
him with one, with some direction as 
to the way in which it should be 
used, 


Tue new convert may not be 
acquainted with the various societies 
of the parish in which he finds him- 
self. It would be most helpful to 
him—and a true act of charity—to 
invite him to some meetings of the 
various societies, to accompany him 
there and help him get acquainted. 

It is not usually true, of course, 
that the convert cuts himself off 
from his family and old friends when 
he becomes a Catholic. But it is true

Mary's 
Shrine at 
Montserrat 


Many pilgrims receive 
miraculous cures, favors 


REV. JOHN A. O'BRIEN 


(Editor's Note: Father O’Brien of 
Notre Dame University is the spiritual 
leader of OuR SUNDAY VistTor’s tour of the 
leading shrines of Europe.) 


‘T we most famous shrine in Catalo- 
nia and indeed in all of Spain is that of 
Our Lady of Montserrat. Clustered around 
that mountain sanctuary are the memories 
of some of the greatest saints which Spain 
has given to the Church and to the world. 


The roster of the holy pilgrims who 
come here to invoke the intercession of the 
chaste Virgin, the Mother of God, reads 
like a litany of Spanish saints. St. Igna- 
tius Loyola, St. Francis Borgia, St. Louis 
Gonzaga, and St. John de Mata, the founder 
of the Order of the Most Holy Trinity, are 
but a few of the saintly souls who knelt in 
prayer before the image of Our Lady of 
Montserrat and found the help, inspira- 
tion, and guidance which they had so 
earnestly sought. 

The shrine is located about thirty-five 
miles from Barcelona, some 3,500 feet up 
in the rugged mountains, known as Mont- 
serrat,. or “sawed” mountains. They are so 
called because of their unusual formation: 
they appear as if they had been sawed into 
mighty monoliths and then held together 
by cement. 


How did the shrine originate? An 
ancient tradition relates that some shepherd 
boys saw a brilliant flood of light descend 
from the heavens upon a mountain cave. 
Approaching the spot, they heard the sound 
of music and canticles. Astonished, the 
boys hastened to tell their pastor at Moni- 
This was 
on a Saturday. 


The priest was uncredulous. But at the 
urging of the boys he went out with them 
the following Saturday to investigate. Lo 
and behold! The same spectacle greeted his 
eyes and ears. 

The next Saturday the priest and 
people of Monistrol followed in long pro- 
cession the Bishop of Manresa to the lumi- 
nous spot. Sure enough, there were the 
canticles and the strange flood of heavenly 
light marking the spot. Deeply stirred, the 
Bishop ordered the people to enter the 
cave. 

There they found an image of the Vir- 
gin. The Bishop ordered some of the men 
to carry back the wonderful treasure to his 
Cathedral at Manresa. When they reached 
the spot where the shrine now stands, they 
found that they could not move a single 
step forward or backward. 

This new miracle was interpreted as a 
sign that Our Lady wished her sanctuary 
to be erected on this spot. This was done. 


In 1025 Abbot Oliva founded a Bene- 
dictine monastery there. Since that time 
the Virgin of Montserrat has been vener- 
ated by an incessant stream of pilgrims 
who come from all parts of Spain and who 
in recent centuries have come from al] 
countries. | 

__ Today a great Basilica rears its spire 
high.up into the Spanish sky to honor the 
effigy of the Madonna and to testify to the 
numerous miracles wrought there 
her intercession. The image of Mary hold- 
ing the divine Babe in her arms is up over 
the main altar, and it can be reached by 
a ee may stairway.

through the Virgin’s intercession. Crutches 
canes and other evidences of invalidism 
were left there as mute testimonials of 
Mary’s powerful aid. 


Te effigy of the Virgin of Mont. 
serrat is unlike those at all the other 
shrines of Mary. Here the countenance of 
the Virgin is dark, giving rise to the name 
by which it is widely known—“the Black 
Madonna.” 

To this shrine many of the kings of 
Spain climbed on foot to invoke Mary's 
guidance and help. In return for favors re- 
ceived they lavished upon the shrine the 
evidences of their gratitude. Today in addi- 
tion to the majestic Basilica, there arise 
around the shrine a great Benedictine 
abbey and several large hostelries for the 
pilgrims who come by the hundreds to 
linger for days and some who remain fora 
week’s retreat. 

Montserrat is one of the most impres- 
sive and unique of all the shrines reared to 
the Chaste and lovely mother of Jesus, 
Kneeling in prayer there, St. Ignatius re- 
ceived help to write his famous “Spiritual 
Exercises” and St. Peter Nolasco the in 
spiration to found the great Order of 
Mercy. 

Before the image of Our Lady in your 
own parish church and in your own home, 
you will find the help to obey God’s holy 
commandments and to live a life of virtue 
and holiness. Mary is a stairway to 
and all who come to her, she leads to the 
feet of her divine Son, Our Lord and 5av- 
ior, Jesus Christ.

(Continued from page 1)of life has radically changed; and 
it is sometimes true that he finds himself pulling away 
from his former acquaintances because his views on many 
things may be different from theirs. 

He needs new friends; he neéds Catholic friends, and 
he should find them in his parish. The parish societies 
provide an excellent means of doing this; so do study 
groups, Cana conferences, Knights of Columbus councils, 
and similar organizations. He should be invited to join 
whichever seem to be best suited for him. 

It is a very simple thing for a Catholic man to call the 
new convert and say, “I’m going to the Holy Name meeting 
tonight. Want to come along?” Or for his wife to phone 
& new convert and extend the same invitation for the Altar 
and Rosary meeting. . 

It is a friendly thing to do, a neighborly thing to do— 
and above all, a Catholic thing to do. 


Tue timidity of the convert often extends to other 
aspects of the life of the Church. Retreats may be entirely 
new to him; and so may novenas, missions, benediction, 
Forty Hours—almost any part of the worship and life of 
the Church that you Could mention. 

Really, he comes to the Church as a child. When you 
take your children to church, you know they are children 
and explain the ceremonies to them. The convert of course 
is not a child, and you would not explain things to him in 
the same way; but in many ways he comes to the worship 
and life of the Church with the same ignorance of a child. 

Dealing with the convert requires much more care, 
much more tact, much more understanding. So often (as 
I know from my own experience) he does not know that 
he does not know; and he must be led carefully and cau- 
tiously into a full life in and with the Church. 

_ But it can be summed up, perhaps, in being a good 
neighbor, a good Catholic yourself, helping the convert in 
all charity, in all friendliness, to gain the fullness of the 
Church. 

The newly baptized convert has become a Catholic; he 
has made, with the grace of God, the big step. Now he 
must consolidate his position; he must learn what he has, 
what he is, as a good Catholic. And he needs help in all 
this—help from his friends and relatives who may be Cath- 
olic, and help from his fellow-parishioners, from his fel- 
low-members in the Church of Christ. 

And it is only practical that you add your prayers to 
his, that he may grow in the years to come—spiritually, 
mentally, more and more—all for the greater glory of God.

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V irrvaLty every young man in the 
United States, if he hasn’t already faced it, is 
facing from two to eight years in a military serv- 
ice. Legislation currently petitioned by military 
leaders is designed to influence an ever-growing 
number of inductees to extend their normal obli- 
gation into a lifetime cdreer. 


John Q. Teenager probably faces his military 
obligation with no great alarm. Possibly his 
father, or at least someone in his family circle, 
has been through the military mill. He usually 
realizes, though, that military life is vastly dif- 
ferent from the school-home atmosphere. This is 
particularly true if the teenager is a Catholic—the 
kind of Catholic who assesses his future from the 
moral and religious, as well as the economic and 
social, standpoints. 


Thanks to innumerable war stories most of us 
are familiar with the deeds of heroic chaplains; 
even though he betrays the modern principle of 
Church-State separation, the clergyman in uni- 
form seems to be a permanent fixture. The teen- 
ager is fully aware of the opportunity he will 
have to live his faith in service: It may be a con- 
soling thought, and it may be a casual observa- 
tion—like the fact that sailors eat beans. It may 
mean that he plans to continue being a good Cath- 
olic in service. Assuming that the average teen- 
ager is realistic about it and aware that he'll 
probably be able to practice his faith on Sundays, 
he may wonder what about the other six days. He 
may even have enough foresight to wonder what 
challenge the barracks environment will. present 
to his conscience. Morally speaking, how easy will 
it be for him to be the kind of person his parents 
and teachers expect him to be when their direct 
influence is gone? 


lr the teenager happens to have been ex- 
posed to any amount of the immense volume of 
quarter-book pornography on barracks life, he has 
an accurate picture of life for the serviceman at 
its moral worst—as seen by individuals who are 
apparently interested in both seeking out and per- 
petuating that sort of atmosphere. 


He might as well be realistic; he will see 
literature so foul that he will marvel that there 
are minds perverted enough to produce it; he will, 
if he’s unfortunate, see U.S.O. and local-talent 
“shows” that thrive on barracks jokes told to 
mixed company; he will see—maybe even, God 
forbid, meet—women who desecrate their woman- 
hood: he will see young ladies in government 
owned and operated exchange stores sell written 
and printed pornography, filth and contraceptives 
as if these things were no less innocent than the 
candy bars that are sold over the same counter. 


What is perhaps most- saddening of all, the 
young Catholic serviceman finds a mighty, sec- 
ularistic apathy which not only makes all .this 
possible, but even attempts to make it respect- 
able. 


Today’s peace-time serviceman is no rough, 
tough character from James Jones; the myth that 
he is, is a basic factor in the military’s moral 
mess. Most of the men entering service today are 
the same high school seniors who, a month or so 
ago, were filing past the speaker's stand at gradu- 
ation exercises. However much barracks language 
the teenager+become-soldier learns, he -is still, at 
heart, a teenager—and will be for most of his 
enlistment. Particularly in the Air Force and 
Navy, where personnel are usually the result, not 
of conscription, but of the threat of it, the average 
serviceman is no more mature than he was when 
he pinned the gardenia on his prom date. 


Tue combination—high school senior plus 
most of what is morally worst—is not calculated 
to make saints. On the other hand, as any third- 
grade catechism student knows, a person is never 
given more of a moral challenge than he is able to 
meet successfully. The moral challenge is not so 
great that a fittle moral resolution at the moment 
the right hand is raised and a minimum of con- 
sistent effort, with the grace of God, will not 
enable the Catholic serviceman to pass through 
three or four years of barracks life and become 
not morally. worse, but morally better. What 
more abundant evidence of this than the 1956 or- 
dination classes: scores of zealous young priests 
who found their vocations in a barracks. 

Any occupation, to be morally profitable, re- 
quires a careful selection of associates. This is 
especially true in service. The Catholic entering 
the military will meet every conceivable kind of 

n. He must resolve to associate with other 
Catholics who are willing to affirm their faith 
under any and all circumstances. Military par- 
ishes usually offer Holy Name Societies, sodalities 
and other organizations for Catholic men. At the 
meetings of these clubs, and at the religious func- 
tions offered by the Catholic chaplain, the young 
sailor or soldier will find the kind of companion- 
ship he needs. |

We are living in a time that 
x3 not been redeemed, I remember 
secompanying a young lay apostle from 
French Canada. Her reaction to the great

God 
was not very evident in this huge agglo- 
meration of bricks and cement. She came, 
‘of course, from a background that was very 
markedly influenced by the Church with 
its steeples and prominent monuments, 
schools and convents. If we look at the 
great new world of science and industry, 
of commerce and media of communication, 
then you must admit that the world is still 
unregenerated. It lacks order, unity, a 
sense of being at the service of man. 


A BASIC job for the laity is to order 
the world in such a way that the human 
person achieves the dignity that is due him 
as a son of God. I recall Pat Keegan, the 
international President of the Young 
Christian Workers Movement, describing 
in a talk to priests the woeful conditions 
of work in textile mills in Manchester, 
England. He gave facts with respect to 
sanitary arrangements, lunch time, work 
hours. Then he raised his two fists to 
heaven in a gesture of indignation and 
agony, “But these are sons of God.” I don’t 
think that four years of theology ever made 
as much an impression on me about the, 
truth of the dignity of the human person 
as did this speech of Pat Keegan’s. 

Before Christ can incorporate the hu- 
man race, it must be truly human. Society 
must give man a chance to be himself. 
Slavery has not disappeared from the earth. 
There was a certain kind of slavery in the 
old days; now there is a new kind of 
slavery, economic slavery. One of the jobs 
of the lay apostolate is to bring about a 
degree of humanity and decency that per- 
mits people to raise their heads. When a 
person suffers from the fact of being a 
Negro or a Mexican, then there is lack of 
respect for the individual person. When 
the bachelor gets the same consideration as 
the father of a family, then surely the 
father must sense that society is not giving 
him credit for serving society by having 
and rearing a family.

It was 
not only. educational but inspiration- 
al as well. Father Zimmerman, Youth 
Director for the Diocese of Fort 
Wayne which co-sponsored the pil- 
grimage along with Our SwUNDAY 
Visitor, did a bang-up job as mod- 
erator of the meeting. It was no easy 
task to bring the meeting around to 
the real. meaty discussion which 
everyone wanted.

and those who did got a great deal 
more out of the meeting, especially 
in the informal discussions and ¢on- 
versations which followed the meet- 
ing. 

Lasting about two hours under Fa- 
ther Zimmerman’s vigorous leader- 
ship the meeting ranged on quite a 
variety of subjects. The Mexicans 
learned all about our Diocesan Catho- 
lic Youth Organizations and were 
amazed at the interest in the work 
done by them. They admired the zea] 
of both priests and young people. 

They had many questions too. What 
about segregation? Were any Catho- 
lic groups devoted entirely to work 
among the Negroes? Any working 
with the Indians? What steps was the 
Church in the United States taking 
to end segregation? a 


What about relations between the 
Church and State in the U. S.? Was 
it true that a Catholic could not be 
elected President? Was there such a 
thing as a Catholic vote? Could Catho- 
lics hold political office? (As we're 
running off these questions, how 
would you answer them?) If Catho- 
lics were free to run for any poli- 
tical office, why were not more of 
them in major offices? 

Was Masonry an active force against 
the Church in the VU. S.? How are 
Catholic schools supported? What 
about the feeling between Catholics 
and Protestants in the U. S.? 

These and other questions came 
thick and fast. Our group found them- 
selves hard put at times to answer all 
of these questions quickly and com- 
pletely, but on the whole they did. 
very well. I am sure too that it start- 
ed many on the road to a more intel- 
ligent interest in the every day af- 
fairs of both Church and government 
at home. Many of our U. S. group told 
me afterwards that they had no idea 
our foreign neighbors know so much 
about our country and its history. 


e ONVERSELY, our group 
learned a great deal about the work of 
Mexican youth organizations. They 
listened to a most interesting talk on 
the Legion of Mary. They found that 
many Mexican youth organizations 
were right up against the bed-rock 
chore of assisting the clergy in the 
work of instruction with little time 
for socials and dances. We heard 
again of the pitiful shortage of priests 


ee 
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and religious and the necessity of the 
lay apostolate to ease that shortage. 
We learned how Mexican youth or- 
ganizations spend a great deal of time 
in visiting hospitals and even lepro- 
saria (leper hospitals) bringing gifts 
and cheering them with songs. 

We also heard how these youth 
groups were actively working against 
the growing influence of communism 
in the various departments of public 
life, especially education. Also, one of 
the deterrents against a Catholic youth 
aspiring for high positions in govern- 
ment and education was that he must 
be a mason. 


We were inspired at the intensely 
Spiritual character of the “Better 
World” movement in Mexico. It 
could be compared with the Christo- 
pher work in the U. S. but since Mexi- 
co is 95% Catholic, the message car- 
ried to “the marketplace” can con- 
veniently be made much more sacra- 
mental and basically Catholic. 


Another work of Catholic youth or- 
ganizations in Mexico is the constant 
vigilance against the work of Protes- 
tant proselytizers. Certain Protestant 
sects spend millions of dollars every 
year in the Latin American countries 
trying to win the people away from 
the Catholic church. This they do by 
gifts of all kinds and especially by ap- 
pealing to the children with candy and 
toys. 

They also arrange free entertain- 
ment and set up recreation centers 
which are well run. They give these 
as reasons why Catholic children 
should abandon the Catholic Church 
and join the particular sect in ques- 
tion. They even pose as Catholic 
priests and encourage the youngsters 
to call them “padresito” the familiar 
term for “Father.” All of this holds 
a powerful attraction. However, it 
was pointed out that for all the money 
these unscrupulous proselytizers spend 
on these projects, they are getting an 
amazingly small return of converts. 
When they quit handing things out the 
Mexican kids just drift away. The 
chief harm done is that such activity 
contributes to an already alarming in- 


difference upon the part of too many 


Mexican Catholics. 

Catholic groups, handicapped by 
lack of money find it difficult to com- 
bat this kind of thing, but progress is 
being made through the lay aposto- 
late assisting the clergy.

There are many excellent singular per- 
formances and compacted detail. But when 
fused together to fit within a time limit, 
the incidents lack a unity and meaning, not 
to mention a purpose. They display but 
never answer; illustrate but never dig be- 
neath surfaces. 


In the film things change. People grow 
into forced maturity. But despite suffer- 
ings, when things return to normal, you 
never know the why or wherefore or the 
overall effect upon the characters. The 
film-makers can’t seem to penetrate the 
meaning behind what they display. 


The film registers, but doesn’t probe. 
As one of the biggest films ever produced, 
it will go down in movie history more for 
its sincere and herculean effort, technical 
artistry, length and budget rather than for 
impact, entertainment or depth. It makes 
little contribution to one’s understanding of 
himself, his God and his fellow men. 


It presents more than it understands— 
the questions are foggy and the answers 
absent. It shows much more than it gives. 
With more scope and size than power, it’s 
more a magnificent visual experience than 
an entertainment of impact: 


Dino DeLaurentiis, the producer and 
King Vidor, the director, tried mightily to 
bring Tolstoy’s great novel to the screen. 
While they have succeded in sections, they 
have failed overall. Perhaps it’s a matter 
of media. At any rate, they deserve an A 
for effort if only a B for accomplishment. 


RECORD ALBUM REVIEWS 


we OU can’t judge a book by its cov- 
er — nor an album by its jacket. F’ instance, 
you might be embarassed to have the 
cheesecakery. covers of RCA Victor’s Skin 
Diver Suite (Leo Diamond, Harmonica), 
Strictly From Hungary (Mischa Michaeloff 
and Gypsies) or Havana, 3 a.m. (Perez 
Prado) around the house. But despite such 
tasteless cover choices, all three albums 
turn out to be excellent listening. Such fine 
musicianship doesn’t need such poor show- 
manship and salesmanship to get public 
response. 


While Leo Diamond’s composition for 
orchestra and harmonica (the flip side of- 
fers merely weak fill-in tunes) is in a class 
by itself and merits a hearing from even 
non-divers, the gypsy album faces some 
tough competition. The gay and yet sadly 
lilting melodies played by Michaeloff and 
his Symphonic Gypsies is equalled, if not 
surpassed in a few numbers by the Holly- 
wood Bowl Symphony Orchestra (conduct- 
ed by Carmen Dragon) in their Capitol al- 
bum Gypsy! Together you’ve got the best 
in this type of energetic music. 


But Havana, 3 a.m. easily tops RCA 
Victor’s other recent release Cuban Carni- 
val. In the latter album Tito Puente’s Or- 
chestra play their Latin American music, 
but without distinction. Somehow it seems 
just like any other Cuban band. But in the 
Havana album Perez Prado really does 
things up with distinction. Soaring trum- 
pets pound out the tune and reach for high 
notes that are really high. But always the 
brass is controlled just as the beat is clean 
cut and of a more pure rhythm. In arrange- 
ment, style and musicianship, Prado wins 
this one. 

It’s almost superfluous to recommend 
the new Columbia album of the show My 
Fair Lady. The platter is selling like hot- 
cakes (I often wonder just how fast hot- 
cakes sell) and the reason is obvious. With 
Rex Harrison, Julie Andrew and the rest 
of the original cast, the album is merely 
one of the best albums of the century.

M URRAY BALLANTYNE, who 
tells the story of his conversion to Cath- 
olicism in All Or Nothing (Sheed and 
Ward. $3.50), grew up in an anti-Catholic 
atmosphere. He lived in Montreal, a city 
in which the Church is encountered on 
every side. But in his own family, Scotch 
Presbyterian, prominent, and prosperous, 
Catholicism was anathema It was alto- 
gether unlikely that a son of that house- 

pe nap hold would one day be a 
ml — member of the household 
of the Faith. But the mag- 
net of truth was not to be 
resisted. 

One of his first con- 
tacts with the Church 
came when he saw. a 

arior-maid leave the 
house early each morn- 
ing to assist at Mass. Im- 
pressive though it was, 
her devotion was dismiss- 
: ed as superstition. And 
— from many quarters came 
reinforcement. of his family’s contempt for, 
and suspicion of, the Church.

He 
was impressed again by Chesterton’s being 
a Catholic: a superior intellect, sparklingly 
honest, a brilliant writer, this giant freely 
entered and remained in the Church. 

Ballantyne studied history, and saw 
something of the long continuity and rec- 
ord of the Church. He observed the cul- 
tural effect and endowment of Catholicism. 
the sanctity it fostered, the congruity of 
natural and supernatural which it alone

of Catholicism, while still convinced that 
God does not exist.
